Father Faura'a 
studies on theso typhoons are well-known 
to meteorologists, and hava been honour- 
ably mentionod by many distinguished 
scientist, | The same Father published 
aoon after another pamphlet on the 
characteristic signs of an approaching 
typhoon.

I como now to the history of the Manila 
Observatory. The information that follows 
in this and the subsequent articles of this 
series is compiled from the very full notes 
supplied,to mo by Father Algué. 

The Manila Observatory began to work 
in an unofficial manner in 1865, under the 
direction of the Jesuit Fathers, employed. 
as toschors in their college in the Walled 
City, generally known as the Ateneo Muni- 
cipal. They commenced the work on the:r 
own account, Their principal object was 
to atudy the storms, known os ‘typhoons,’ 
so coramon in thesoregogs. «In September 
of 1865, one of these typhoons did> great 
damage “to the city of Manila and its 
harbour, and this induced the Jesuits to 
become more interested than ever in the 
discovery whethor these storms, the fre- 
quont cause of loss of life and property,

The typhoon came as ‘predicted, 
bat thanks to the warning of Father Faura 
thé city was prepared, and: comparatively 
little damage was done. In all the other 
ports of the island where notices could not 
bo transmitted for lack wf telegraphic,com- 
munication, the damage was considerable. 
Forty-two shipwrecks: were recorded, and 
great loss of life. : * 

The forewarning of this storm brought 
high hanour to the Observatory, and ever 
sines great otedit has been given all over 
the Philippino Archipelogo.to the warnings 
of the Manila Observatory. .. 

In 1880, telegraphic communication was, 
established botween Hongkong and Manila. 
This event gave a much greater impor- 
tance to the ‘already very useful typhoon 
warnings of: Manila. ‘ In that year, eoveral 
typhoon warnings wero sent to Hongkong, 
where:these announcements wero fully ap- 
preciated and fovourably| commented upon 
in the newapapors of the Colony. Recognis- 
ing the utility of these warnings, the Bri- 
tish Gavornment, soon after, decided to 
establish an Obsorvatory. im Hongkong, the 
chief object of which was to give timely no- 
tice wheréver a typhoon: threatened the 
Colony. ‘Bofora, establishing this institu- 
tion, official sdvice Win asked from the Dir-, 
ector of the Manila Observatory, who sup- 
ported the project most enthusiastically 
and gaye.an opinion that euch an.
